SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording entitled Teenage Bestsellers Programme 251 is classified as 
objectionable on the grounds that it promotes and supports the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes. The publication encourages and upholds the notion that 
it is acceptable for a much older man to engage in sexual activity with a young female. 
This promotion and support is further evident in the sexual presentation of female 
youthfulness. 

The video recording contains a feature predominantly consisting of scenes of explicit 
sexual activity between young females and much older males. Some of the young 
females have childlike faces and underdeveloped breasts. Their youthful physical 
appearance is reinforced by girlish attire, hairstyles, possessions such as stuffed toys, 
and the activities they engage in, such as homework. In one scene the publication 
encourages and upholds the notion that it is acceptable for a much older man,’ such as 
an uncle, to simply walk in on a young female with his erect penis already exposed 
and engage in sexual activity with her. 

The publication promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes. The publication is therefore deemed objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). This deeming provision 
overrides the rights and freedoms set out in section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990. Limitation on the availability of this publication can be demonstrably 
justified as the publication meets the deeming criteria set out in s3(2) of the FVPC Act. 
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
